PARIS, Oct. H.—A dramatic 
escape and two arrests were re- 
corded today as the forces of 
the law struck swiftly in a 
roundup of associates of Petrus 
Kalemcn, assassin of King Alex- 
ander and French Foreign Min- 
ister Louis Barthou. 
Police announced that two persons 


had been taken imo custody at An- 
nemasse near the Swiss frontier. A 
short while previously, a man be- 
lieved to be Sylvestre Chalny, who 
registered at a hotel near Marseilles 
with Kalemen a short while before 
MM double shooting, escaped into the 
forest of Fontainebleau. 


Attempting- To Flee. 


Both men arrested at Annemasse 
carried Czechoslovakia!! passports 
and apparently were attempting to 
flee into Switzerland. 


One passport was issued to Ladis-

PARIS, Oct. 11.—Fearful the 


terrorists who assassinated her 
husband may now threaten the 
life of her son, the sorrowing 
Queen Marie of Yugoslavia came 
to Paris today and clasped the 
eleven-year-old King- Peter II. 
in her arms. 
. . . . 


Grief-stricken by the tragedy at 


Marseilles v/hich cost the life of 
King Alexander and Foreign'Min- 
ister Louis Barthou of France, the 
queen mother arrived at the Gare 
De Lyon and went immediately to 
meet her son. 


The meeting took place in deep 


secrecy at the private residence of 
Dr. Miroslav SpalaUcovltch, Yugo- 
slavian minister to Paris. 


A heavy cordon of plain clothes 


and uniformed police kept all per- 
sons out of the Cul-De-Sac in which 
the home is located. The Queen 
and her son went into virtual hid- 
ing because of her fears of an at- 
tempt upon his life. 


"Will They Kill Son?" 


The thought uppermost in her 


mind, International News Service 
was informed by the French for- 
eign office, is: "Will they kill my 
son?"

She asked French 
officials to 


withhold all information 
of her 


whereabouts because of her fears 
that the Cdmitadji band which as-

HABRISBUKG, Oct. 11.—A dou- 


ble-barreled

volving reduction of the number of 
Pennsylvania school districts and 
abolition of hundreds of elective or 
appointive administrative jobs in the 
public school system was advanced 
at the citizens' conference on public 
school recovery today by State Treas- 
urer Charles A. Waters. 


Speaking at the second of three 


sessions of the conference called to 
awaken public interest in the state's 
schools, Waters recommended: 


"First, a courageous step forward 


from the ox cart era of school con- 
trol into an era of management 
which would disregard our arbitrary 
political units and lift the school 
.problems to a plane higher than any 


i other in our construction ol govern- 
| ment; and 
| 
"Second, a reduction in school 


i overhead, including the cost of levy- 
ing and collecting school taxes even 
though it contemplates abolition of 
hundreds of offices now made elec- 
tive or appointive by existing laws." 


Cut School Districts. 


Waters suggested that the number 


. of state school districts could be 
1 reduced from 2582, the present num- 


ber, to about 600 "profitably and eco- 
nomically," explaining: 


"The school district is a creature 


of the horse-drawn .era. 
It is a 


decadent proposition. In the1 days 
of mud roads the basing of school 
districts .on arbitrary lines such as 
creeks and hills was excusable. To-

Resignation of the cabinet was

ble-barreled 
recommendation 
in- 


volving reduction of the number of 
Pennsylvania school districts and 
abolition of hundreds of elective or 
appointive administrative jobs in the 
public school system was advanced 
at the citizens' conference on public 
school recovery today by State Treas- 
urer Charles A. Waters. 


Speaking at the second of three 


.sessions of the conference called to 
awaken public interest in the state's 
schools, Waters recommended: 


"First, a courageous step forward 


from the ox cart era.of school con- 
trol Into air era of management 
which would disregard our arbitrary 
political units and lift the school 
.problems to a plane higher than any 


other in our construction of govern- 
ment; and 


"Second, a reduction In school 


overhead, including the cost of levy- 
Ing and collecting school taxes even 
though it contemplates abolition of 
hundreds of offices now made elec- 
tive or appointive by existing laws." 


Cut School Districts. 


Waters suggested that the number 


of state school districts could be 
reduced from 2582, the present num- 
ber, to about 600 "profitably and eco- 
nomically," explaining: 


"The school district is a creature 


of the horse-drawn era. 
It is a 


decadent proposition. In the' days 
of mud roads the basing of school 
districts on arbitrary lines such as 
creeks and hills was excusable.

The special session of the Pennsylvania Legislature, quickly called 


to order and even faster at finishing its business and adjourning, last 
month borrowed $5,500,000 from the motor vehicle license fund and 
52,766,000 from the gasoline tax and turned the money over to relief. 
'A total of $20,000,000 was taken from a list of several special taxes. 


II the Legislature .keeps its faith and returns these funds in fuli 


to the special sources from which they were taken, neither motorists not 
the other, groups effected will be harmed. However,, if this loan should 
be cancelled or changed into a "gift" by subsequent legislative sessions, 
each motorist in the state will have paid a fine of $5.16 to relief for the 
privilege of owning an automobile in Pennsylvania during 1934. 


The Legislature has a moral obligation to see that the borrowed 


funds are returned. Voting citizens throughout 
the commonwealth 


raised no loud opposition to this transfer of $20,000,000 to the general 
relief fund for emergency poor relief, chiefly because a humanitarian 
need was calling and because leaders at Harrisburg agreed to repay the 
loan as soon as possible. 


The motoring public of Pennsylvania will maintain a bulldog pa- 


trol on the handling of public funds until $9,266,000 is repaid to the 
motor fund and liquid fuels tax. Any attempts to interpret the trans- 
fer as a diversion of highway money to relief will be vigorously pro- 
tested by organizations interested in the welfare of motor car owners and 
drivers.

unemployed. 


WAGES 


Strange as it may seem now, the 


struggle in the industrial world 
henceforth is not likely to be over 
collective bargaining. 


Collective bargaining, as a natur- 


al factor of our evolution, is becom- 
ing as vital an ingredient of the 
body politic as ballots for women 
and direct vote in elections. Social 
insurance will follow 
the 
same 


course. 


But the Roosevelt administration 


may wreck Itself on a problem on 
which the majority of governments 
wreck themselves—money. 
(Social 


reforms -usually strengthen a gov- 
ernment—which opponents 
never 


learn.) 


If money becomes of still less 


value, if the standard of living thus 
is reduced, if a man becomes a slave • 
to industry through lessened income 
and uncertain outloot, if industry 
itself falters when the bubble bursts, 
then there is real danger. 


And that applies alike to a nation 
completely capitalistic or completely 
communistic. The degree of gov- 
ernment makes no difference. 


Even if every effort of a rrran'» 


labor were to redound to his own 
credit, there still would be no catch- 
ing up with the 
dollar 
or a 


bushel of wheat or a pound of pork 
or a carton of goods if the return 
for labor's efforts failed to keep 
pace with the rising price of the 
necessities of life. 


It is not the wage that a man re- 


ceives but the residue that he can 
put into a home that counts. 
And 


that counts more in the 
United 
States than anywhere else. 


Thus, that is the problem which, 


for the next two years, will tor- 
ment the Roosevelt administration. 
If the administration were left to 
itself, it probably 
would 
conquer 
that problem, but the multiplicity of 
interests involved and the1 inflation- 
ist preponderance in congress indi-- 
cate no happy solution.

The World War Day-By-Day— 


October 11, 1914—Paris endured an 
earth-shaking, morale-sapping air- 
plane bombardment. One man was 
killed, one child crippled. It was 
not the first visitation; the Ger- 
mans had made a brief raid on 
August 30, by airplane and in day- 
light. . 
The Zeppelins were yet to fulfill 


the promises of the German high 
command to the German public. 
Directly the war was declared, the 
high command began to encourage 
the public with prophecies of the 
havoc the Zeppelins were to work. 
The experience of some of the 
smaller 
ships, in attempting to 


spre'ad terror by day over Belgium 
and Lorraine, was not encouraging. 
Three were destroyed at once, and 
it became evident that for airships 
to fly low by daylight over enemy 
territory was disaster. Hence the 
first actual attacks on Paris, and 
England, too, was/made by air- 
planes.

The fall of Antwerp and the air 


attack on Paris brought the danger

readiness. Train cars had to have 
drawn curtains, and motoring upon 
main roads at night was discour- 
aged. 


Antwerp's fall brought also an ac- 


cession to the large number of Bel- 
gian refugees 
who had already 


sought shelter in England. Prison- 
ers, too, were pouring in. And ships 
were disgorging troops trom the 
Dominions. There was :. large con- 
tingent from Canada, and small 
ones from South Africa. The South 
Africans were flocking to the colors, 
but most of them were being kept 
near at home, reducing the German 
possessions. 


Exactly 15 years before, the Boer 


war broke out. Now the Boer gen- 
erals Smuts and Botha were ren- 
dering conspicuous service to the 
country they had fought. No finer 
tributes, whether in action or in 
word, have ever been paid by de- 
tented leaders to their conquerors, 
than those Bothti and Smuts paid 
in the world war by their efforts in 
ochalf of the British cause. 


NEW MAPS. 


A movement in Germany has for 
.ts objective abandonment of Ber- 
lin as Capital, to be replaced by a 
city nearer the center of the Reich. 


Berlin is only sixty miles from 


the Polish frontier, and in case of 
war it could be laid waste by bomb- 
Ing airplanes within a few 
hours 


after war was declared. 


Should the capital be moved from 


Berlin. Weimar would be most fav- 
ored as the siew seat of govern- 
ment. 
It was in Weimar that Ger- 


many's first parliament met after 
the republic had been formed. The 
Republic's constitution was written 
there also. 


Other cities mentioned are Cas- 


sel, importune railway center; and 
Hanover, industrial 
center 
with 


many historical associations.

bringing the total to around 352 mil- 
lion dollars. 


Also contributing to farm incomes- 


are expenditures totaling $101,308,- 
068, in the purchase of surplus hogs, 
butter, cheese and cattle.

! ton program have received the most, 
Sli52,903,516. Wheat producers rank 
next, with over 70 million.; corn-hog 
producers, over 55 million, and to- 
bacco producers, 15 million. 


It is estimated that benefit pay- 


ments from September 1 to the end 
of the calendar year will add ap- 
proximately $300,000,000 to farm in- 
comes, while the government's pro- 
gram qf purchasing cattle and sheep 
will add an additional sum of $103,- 
000,000.

Against Becoming Over-

zens of Pennsylvania were advised 
today by Dr. J. Moore Campbell, 
chief of the health 
conservation 


bureau of the State Health Depart- 
ment, to develop a more spartan at- 
titude toward cold weather than 
they have exhibited In the past. He 
suggests that a cold day or so sand- 
wiched between near-summer tem- 
peratures is no justification for the 
adoption, of heavy under-apparel. 
He also advised against 
unduly 


stepping up the inside temperature. 
Colds and more serious 
diseases 


such as bronchial difficulties, sinus 
complications and even pneumonia 
could in many Instances be avoided 
If this advice were to be followed, 
he asserted, 


"The attitude of the average citi- 


zen In this latitude," said Dr. Camp- 
bell, "is likely to be one of antag- 
onism toward cold weather. Edu- 
cated to the soft luxury of over- 
heated homes, many thousands of 
persons upon the first Indication of 
cold weather Insulate themselves by 
putting on heavy 
underwear 
or 


overcoats. It would be better if the 
average person would realize that 
it is wiser to feel a little cool than 
to overdress and then become over- 
heated. 
Many 
persons, 
having 


adopted the heavier clothing,. per- 
sist in wearing it even though many 
days may register summer temper- 
atures. This also results in much 
risk to health.

Two contracts were awarded by 


the New Castle School Board at 
their meeting last evening, the one 
for the annual coal supply, which 
went to Maxwell and Gibson, and 
the other for supplies for the fire 
alarm system to be Installed In the 
schools. This latter contract was 
split 
between"-, the Keps 
Electric 


company of Pittsburgh for all sup- 
plies except the horns, which will 
be furnished by the Graybar Elec- 
tric .company of Youngstown, O., 
whose bid for this particular Item 
was lowest. 


The bid of Maxwell and Gibson 
was S4.02H per ton for slack, 54.6714 
for inch and an eighth lump, $4.77% 
for two-inch lump, and $4.27 }£ for 
nut coal, from the Enterprise mine 
in the Pittsburgh district. 


Recommendation that this coal be 


purchased from Maxwell and Gib- 
son was made after a study and visit 
to-some of'the mines, it was stated. 
The coal contract amounts to ap- 
proximately 3,900 tons for the year, 
entailing an expenditure of S17,- 
315.50. 


Protest of the coal award to Max- 
well and Gibson was made by a rep- 
resentative of the Jefferson mine, 
in behalf of C. J. Streib, whose ag- 
gregate, bid for. a different brand of 
coal was lower. 


The board stated that the bid had 
already been let, and felt that the 
matter was a closed Incident. 


Fire Alarm System Bids 


The bid of the Keps Electric com- 


pany lor the supplies needed for the 
fire alarm system totaled $613.79, 
with a discount of two per cent for 
payment within ten days of invoice 
on some of the items, and five per 
cent on others. The price for the 
warning horns of the Graybar elec- 
tric company totaled $101,16, which 
was the lowest price for this par- 
ticular item, the bids having been 
presented on a per item and also 
lump sum basis.

"!lar". in his answer. Mrs. Pinchot 
In her statement labeled him a 
"stupid and unscrupulous politician." 


Relating that Earle came to the 


Pinchot country estate on July 22 of 
tliis year "at his own suggestion," 
Mrs. Pinchot stated that after all 
but two of the guests had left, Earle 
told her: 
" 'I believe the people of Penn- 


sylvania owe it to themselves and 
to Mr. Pinchot to send him to the 
senate'." 


Mrs. Pinchot's statement contin- 


ued: 


"He then half rose and said in 


substance: 
'Now, Mrs. Pinchot, I 


know something you don't know. I 
am not at liberty to explain what I 
mean. You will have to take it' on 
faith. All that I want here is to 
ask 
whether 
Governor 
Pinchot 


would object to a Democratic ap- 
pointment to the United States Sen- 
ate. 
If ,he should entertain it, I 


would like to offer such an appoint- 
ment'." 


"Not An Auction Block" 


In reply the governor's.-wife said' 


.she told Earle her husband was 
"not on the auction blocfe" 


There was no explanation of how 


Earle would name the goverjaor to 
the senate but the inference was 


that Joseph F. Guffey, Democratic 
senatorial candidate, would resign 
if elected, thus creating a vacancy 
lo be filled by executive appoint- 
ment until an election was held. 


It was not until later, she added 


that she learned such a "proposi- 
tion" made it impossible for a can- 
didate honestly to take the oath of 
office required by the constitution 
which reads in part: 
" . . . that I have not paid or 


contributed, or promised to pay or 
contribute, either directly or Indi-

KING ALEXANDER of Jugo-Sla- 


via, landing at Marseilles, beginning

tour of France, was 
, 


killed by an assassin. Louis Barthou, 
foreign minister of Prance, who has 
gone to Marseilles to meet the King, 
was shot, down at the same moment 
and died later from loss of blood. 
Their car was "spattered with bul- 
lets." 


Louis Barthou, 72 years old, one 


of the ablest of French statesmen, 
had looked forward to the visit of 
the Jugo-Slavian King as the be- 
ginning of an era of peace in Eu- 
rope. 


AS A RESULT of the King's as- 


sassination on foreign soil, it might 
have been feared that another war 
would be precipitated. 
The great 


war started with the murder of the 
Austrian archduke. Vienna publish- 
ed rumors that the Jugo-Slav gov- 
ernment had ordered mobilization of 
its army on the Italian and Hun- 
garian frontiers. 


It-happens, however, that the mur- 


derer in this case is a certain Fetrus 
Kalemen, 35-year-old Jugo-Slav, one 
of King Alexander's own subjects, 'SO 
that no international complication 
is suggested. 


Kalemen, captured 
after firing 


the shots which killed Barthou and 
Alexander, attempted 
suicide by 


shooting himself in the mouth, but 
was cut down by police sabers and 
died from the deep gashes-inflicted 
and police .bullet wounds.

Paradoxically, police had in their 


hands the body of the assassin, but 
they did not know who he was; his 
Czechc-Slovakian passport was def- 
initely proved to have been forged.
